Mr. Bidpatb, who is not writing to

maelstrom the volume of their re- 
sources. Tney Lave paid on their debt, 
or at least they paU such a prodigious 
s>um that arithmetic can hardly expiess 
it. And yet it is the truth of the living 
God that at the close of the year 1896, 
the National debt of the United States, 
in Us bonded and unbonded form, will 
purchase as its equivalent in value, as 
much of the average of the twenty-five 
of the leading commodities of the 
American market, including real estnto 
and labor, as the same debt would have 
purchasftd aa its maximam on the first 
of March, 1866. In short, the peoplo 
have paid, and paid for thirty years, 
and at the end have paid just this— 
nothing at all. 


That statement, which cannot be con- 


troverted, from the historian Ridpath, 
ohows what the bondholders have 
gained by demonetizing silver. Though 
nearly four and a half billions of 
money has been paid by the people of 
the United States, on the principal and 
interest of the public debt in thirty 
years, the unpaid portion of tho debt 
to-day will purchase, by reuson of the 
appreciation of gold, as much of the 
staple products of the American mar- 
ket, including labor, a« the whole debt 
would have purchased thirty years ago. 
Is it surprising, in view of this fact, that 
the gold men will insift on fastening 
the single standard on the United 
States ? 


It can be readily seen that they can 


afford to spend millions to insure the 
success of the party whioh upholds the 
robbery.

KKNO PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Reports and Honor Kolla for the Month 


of April, 1890. 


To the Honorable Board of School Trus- 


tees—GENTLEMEN: I herewith respeet- 
fnlly submit my report for the public 
schools of Reno for the month of May, 
1897: 
The school attendance for the 


school month ending May 22,1896, was 
slightly in excess of tiat of one year 
ago, including the twenty-five pupils 
or more in ths kindergarten, who are 
now over six years of age. 


EXBOLL3IENT FOR THE YEAB. 


There were enrolled for the school 


month ending May 22,1896, 511 pupils 
in the public schools, exclusive of 
those in the kindergarten. There are 
now at least 25 in the kindergarten who 
are six years of age or over. In the 
parochial aohool there are about 60 
pupils, and in the training school theie 
are as many more, between th» ag'es of 
six and eighteen. 
Add to all these 


about 100 who have bean enrolled and 
in attendance some portion of the year, 
but who ere now out for various 
reasons, and we have a total of 760 en- 
rolled below University grades during 
the year. This exceeds ths total en- 
rollment of last year by nearly 40 
pupils. 
The percentage of pupils en- 


rolled to the number on the census 
seldom anywhere exceeds 70 per cent. 
On this basis it would seem that there 
ought now to be not less than 1,085 
census children in Reno. 


CLOSING EXEBUISES. 


But few of the grades will have 


public exercises at the close of the 
term as in former years. Such exer- 
cises often interfere materially with 
the regular work of the schools, and in 
consequence the School Board, at the 
request of several teachers, authorized 
the discontinuance of the custom. 
It 


is probable that hereafter the Mem- 
orial Day patriotic exercises will be 
made aa interesting as closing exer- 
cises usually have been. 
Some of the 


teachers, however, 
feel that 
their 


pupils have ample time for preparing 
closing exercises, and they will have 
public exercises as heretofore, the last 
week of the term.

W uDuariog Needles. 


Iii oLPof the medical journals a svu- 


geou recorded some years ago a stran^o 
instance of the •« andermgs of a needle 
in a lady Tho patient called upon him, 
strtrig that tho gicat^r portion of an 
ordinary sewing needle had broken m 
the first joint of her left thumb. 
The 


surgeon could plainly feel the needle 
point, but after ineffectual attempts at 
tho extraction of the foreign body he 
lecoKimendcd that 
nothing 
further 


should be done lest the attempts to re- 
movp it might result in greater injury 
to the jom*-. 


About a year afterward, however, the 


patient called upon him to inform him 
that a day or to o previously sho had 
felt a pricking sensation of the right 
forefinger, and having broken the skin 
sho without difficulty extracted the 
poitioaof tho lost needle from the point 
of the finger. If all these facts be cor- 
rect, as reported, the needle traveled 
from the left thumb along the arm, 
across tho chest to the right arm, and 
clown tho latter to the ringer \vheie it
